An{w. That the Vaudois have remained a Church in 
an uninterrupted Succeflton in their Valleys 1300 Tears, 
the prelent Objervaror, Vol.4. Nurab.-—. gives an Account: 
Buc the Learned Mounfier Allix in his Hiftory of the 
Churehes of Piedmont, ( Printed by. Mr. Chéfwel) in An- 
jwer to the Bifhop of Meaux, gives chis Account, that 
jor 300 Years or more the Bifhops of Rome attempted 
by fraud and force to fubjugate the Church of Afjiain 
under her Jurifdiétion, and at laft the Intereft of Rome 
grew too Potent for che Church of Afilai, planted by 
ene of the Difciples; infomuch that the Bifhop and 
the People, rather than own this Ufurped Juriidiction, 
recirti into the Valleys, and from thence were called 
Vallen{es, Wallenfes, or the People or Churches in the Vakeys : 
They took not their Name, as has been imagined by 
fome, from Peter Waldo a Merchant, whe long after 
joyned with them, and caus’d .the Bible to be Tranfla- 
ted. Neither were they Lay-men only, ora difcontent- 
ed Mobile, that ina pet left Afilein, becaufe they were 
Offended at the loofe Lives of the Clergy, as the Papi/s 
wou'd perfwade the World : But they went away from 
Milain an entire Church, with their Paffor, and never 
reformed from the Errors of Rome, or were Schifma- 
ticks, or rent from her, for they never were of her 
Communion ; but for Peace, and to enjoy the Primi- 
tive Truth in fimplicity, as received from the Apoftles : 
They have been a fuffering Church to this day, millions 
of Witnefles having setetied it. As to their Original, 
Doétrines, Rraétices, Bifhops, and alfo the Attempts of 
Rome from time to time to fubjugate and fupprefs them 
from their firft to their laft Bifhops Narrative, and of 
their being expell’d by the prefent Duke of Savy, is 
jearnedly particulariz’d from Year to Year by the faid 
Mounfieur Alix, with moft curious Obfervations and 
Matrers of Faét, which the Bifhops of Rome have been 
concerned in about thefe Waldenfes or Vaudois,andis worth 
the perufal of all Perfons, that they may fee thé Con- 
trivances of the Popifh Clergy to make the World be- 
lieve the Vandois were no Church but Lay-men, and how 
they pretended the Church of AfMan, when got into 
their hands, was founded by a Sainte of Rome, and how 
they fupprets‘d their Records, and fupply’d the places 
with fome of their own, ftuff'd with fabulous Tales and 
Legends about the Saints of the Church of Rome. For a 
fuller Account we refer you to the Author.

Aniw. A Chriftian Church becomes not more or jefs 
Chriftian by being National, (as to the Effence of Re- 
ligion ) but if a National Church agrees in Doétrine 
with the Doctrine of Chrift, and Diflenters agree in Do- 
Ctrine with the National Church, neither of them are 
Schifmaticks from the Doétrine or Church of Chrift ; 
and it was the Doétrinal part of Religion which Chrift 
promis'd to be withall, fo ther the Gases-of Hell fho’d 
not prevail againft it: But if a NationalChurch makes 
the Terms of her Communion Political, another Church 
dependant on her, may diflert from fiich ‘ Politica) 
Terms

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the Interpofition of part of the Earth, chat render a re- 
al fight of AMofes feeing the Land of Cansan almoft in- 
credible ; but thefe; difficulties. may be both <Anfwer'd : 
Firft, By the heighth of the Mountain whereon-he ftood. 
Secondly, By the goodnels of his Eye, which. ( theSeripture 
fays ) waxed met dim to the day of bis death, nor was .bi 
natural force abased. If this is not fufficient; fince ‘tis 
impoffible for us.to fee. above.3o Miles diftin@ly, as 
we may in feveral places in England, ; yer God Almigh- 
ty who was. pleafed to confer that. Favour u him, 
might at that, time ftrengthen -his Eye, and. reider the 
Medium of Vifibilicy more adapt for tuch a Profpect ; 
this we areapt to believe, rather then a Vifionary Pro- 
{pect ; for if it bad been ina Vifion, it might as well 
have been in. a Valley, or in his own Tent,-as on the 
Top of Mount. Pilgab. 

Queft. 4. What Hiflerical decount can you give of the 
Antiquity of Tyburn ? and who was the Prototraytor shar 
dy'd there ? 

Anfw, The Records of the;Zower or Newgate perhaps 
will fatisfie you. ‘No doubt but a Papift .was the firit 
Criminal that fuffer’d, ‘tis to long fince.’: Reteen-Row in 
Old-jireet was the place of Execution before Tylaen. Some 
wild have the derivation of the Word Tyburn from tye up 
and burn, meaning Execution by Scrangling and F ; 
but ‘tis more probable trom the River that ran there 
as alfo was the derivation of Holdburn, formerly named 
Old bourm, or a River fo called, as you may fee amongtt 
Englands Remarks in the County of Middlefex, -

Anfw. Many, about 200 Years fince, and fome few

Anfw. Here are three principal Difficulcies in the 
Words ; impel falling away, and renewing agen. The 
Fathers (1 think generally ) underflood the Jatrer ot 
thofe Expreffions. renewing agen, by Rebaptizacion, which 
co thofe who had fafen away trom the Faith, or veen 
guilty of any Notorious Sin-— Murder, Adultery, oc. 
was impoffible — legally fo ; unlawful, not permitted by the 
Chriftian Law. But with all due Veneration to their 
Memories, this feems too narrow a. Senfe of the Words, 
the main Twra whereot they make to.depend on Bzptijm, 
becaufe that among oth@ things is mention'd. Others 
think that by chis falling away is meant a DefeMion from 
the Chriftian Faith in tome great Inflances, as thofe be- 
fore mention'd, or in time of Perfecusion ; after which 
‘tis tmpoffible, very difficult and next to impoflible, tho 
not dbfolarely fo, (as in che Cafe of the wicked Fews 
reproved by Feremiah ) that they fhou'd agen be renew- 
ed, chac is, repent and recover. As to this, tho’ a fefe 

. it feems not here a right one, for the word here 
uled, impofible, dSlwalor, is never found in this Au- 
thor but in the higheft abjoluse fenfe.. The third and 
left Opinion theretore feems more probableg viz. ‘That 
by falling is meant a total and ee denying the 
Principles of the Chriftian Faith, embracing Gaoftics{m, 
or Apoftatizing to Fudai{m or Heatbenifm ; which thole 
that do, ‘is imepeivie, abjelutely impoffible for ’em to re-
